specially intensified by the obstacles put in onr way both from the West and the 
East, in assisting the poor either to travel onwards or to return homewarda. 

In commenting recently upon the re port of the Special Committee of the 
Charity Organisation S ciety, issued in connection with the question of London 
distress, the Times newspaper stated: “We cannot have in a great city 
such as London, the best of all forms of charity—relicf accompanied by kindly 
personal intercst—the donor aware of the circumstances of the re ipient, help 


freely given where misfortunes press heavily, and wisely withdrawn when want 
comes froin persistent misconduct. 


, It is not possible to do here all what a kindly 
and gracious squire or clergyman can doinac antry parish where he knows every 
face.”

heavily ~ ; and the Board has been, and I believe is even now, rather in advance 


{ public opinion, in the severity of its disiplinary tests, aad in its desire to 
check and discourage spasmodic and unreflective distributions. Whether its 
functions are discharged in a * kindly and gracious spirit,” [ must leave for 
others to decide ; but Lata sure that the ladies and gentlemen engaged in the 
service of the Board, and gr wped round its administration in the discharge of 
various and ever varying functions, endeavour to bring to the performance of 
their work a kindly spirit,a gracious manner, and a conscientious sense of duty. 

Tru>,.in some respects the administration of the Board of Guardians may 
fall short of the requirements of the community, and of the expectat‘ons of those 
persons, who are interested in the cascs of applicants that come under its notice. 
But isnot this rather the fault of the means at its command, than of the moce of 
appli ‘ation ? Year after yeur, with the vdv nt of winter | endeavour by your 
favour to arouse, by my feeble pen, the attention of the conimunity to our press- 
ing and imperative wants ; and year after year, voices more powerfal than my 
own, echo my pleadings, and efforts more sustained than any Iam able to employ, 
are enlisted to carry the sound of those voices into ev: ry congregation and dis- 
trict of the metropolis. It is in the hope of again awakening those powerful 
echoes, and of arousing and stimulating those generous exertions, that I now 
again intrude on your readers cn behalf of an Institution, the activity of which 
is measured only by the confidence of its supporters, and the scope of which 
embraces the solace of actual distress as well as the attempted removal of its 
visible and ascertained causes. 

The response made last year was both generous and widespread ; but the 
return produced at our last meeting showed that a large percentage of our fixed 
subscriptions had lipsed from.various causes. I appeal to those who usually 
support us again to encourage us by their benefactions, and I trust that among 
the many whom hitherto we have not been able to reach, there will be found 
some willing to fill up the gaps in the ranks of our contributors, and to compen- 
sate the Institution for the absence this vear of extraneous support such as that 
afforded in February by the Mansion House Relief Fund.

THE INFLUX OF FOREIGN POOR, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—Were it not from a seriona feeling of duty, I should not trouble you by 
a‘king you to be good enongh to insert a letter from me in your columns. More 
especially do I regret tc have to contest sentimentsexpressed by so able and so 
charitable a gentleman as Mr. N.S, Joseph, who has devoted so large a thare of 
his energy, his intelligence, and h’s time to the service of our unhappy coreligion- 
ists of Russia, 

The letter of Mr. Joseph in your last wéek’s issue seems to me to poirt exactly 
in the contrary direction of its context. Tle rightly says that “ England is a 
country of small area. Its huge capital is conge-te? into an overgrown y;opulation, 
Its labour market is overstocked, The Jews of England are Compa at.vely few in 
number,’’&s., Kc. This goes to prove that England, especially London, is hardly 
the place to admit of a large immigration, whether Jews oc others, end that despite 
the fact of their being le-s Jews in the British Isles than can be found in single 
Ruas‘an cities l-ss large than Birwiogham, there is prudentially not room for 
more. 

This would indicate that we must give all our atteution to seeking out countries 
which present larger facilities for immigra ion than ourown, Mcst of our British 
colonies, thinly peopled as they are, adopt tha selfish policy of discouraging addi- 
tional p»palation in order to keep upthe rate of wages which is abnormally high, 
Palestine has already a number of Jews most'y in abject poverty, larger than it. 
can bear, the other countries of Asia and Northern Africa cannot be thought of 
The countries of Europe, such as France, which isin as much the same conpditicn

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as England, Austria, where there is alrealy too large a Jewish population, Ger- 
many where, as wellas there being @ very large proportion, there exists a most 
unfriendly feeling, and Sweden and Norway where there is no field 
for their energies, present equ ully little prospect, aud though a few 
might find a home in Italy an iin Beigium, asa rule, there is hardly asp t in Europe 
which offersaa fitting haven for the poor Jewish outcasts from tho persecutions of 
Russia ani Roumania, Ona the other hand, ths vast Continent of America, like the 
lean kine of Pharaoh, coald swallow up ths whole of the House of I-rael, without 
it being visible that they had entered into it, Canada has always shown itself hos- 
pitable, the United States, whose anti-social enactments I cannot defend, though 
some may, only exclaies such as canaot show tkat they have the smallest means 
of eubsisten ‘e. with which all should %a furnishel before they are allowed to go, 
but then there are Mexico anl Brazil, the oie wit near y two millions of square 
kilom@tres and 10}. millions of inhabitants, the with more than eight mil- 
lions of +qairs kilomStres anl 12 millions of inhibitants, aad both teaming with 
undeveloped natural riches, to say nothing of th: other vast and thinly- 
peop'éd coun‘ries of (South Amecicato wht th alrealy many of our poor persecuted 
brethren from Morocco are flosking.

Enjoying.as we do the full benefits of 
libe ty and toleration, we cannot st down in oar comfort and say to the other half 
of oar race who are s>) unhappy You must remain and saffer ; we cannot be content 
t» leave these poor people to gradually roast to death in their iron furnace,” because 
we cannot receive them in oar already overcrowdel comfortable homes, 

I quote from a letter written from one of the Russian cities most denacly peopled 
by Jews, just ten days ago, toose who has beea fortunateenough to escape. “ Happy 
you who in another lanicia only remember the excesses of IS81,

here have ceased to think of them, for every day we have new persecutions, The 
Judenhasa has becom? a fashio2 here, for atevery step one is vexei and perscouted 
in a manner I cannot describ: in words. The edacael Jew is persscuted because 
they say the edacation of the Jews is harmful, the Jewish mecchant, becanse he 
competes with the Ru-sian merchant; while the Russian becomes richer and riche r 
the Jew gets poorer and poorer, In the Gymnasium and higher s:hools only 
10 per cent, of Jewscan be almittel, only Ll) per cent. can be attorneys, physi- 
cians, fre» practitioners, anl apothecaries cin oaly bealmittelia limited numbers, 
Thousands who have inhabited St, Petersburg for 20 years or more, have been driven 
away ; from hKiew a'l have been banished. No Russian Consul will viser the pass- 
port to Russiajof any Prussian Jew,and where only the nane of a Jew oc ura, no 
justice or pity can be hoped for, [kaow not what will come ofitall, or how one can 
live, without being reminded at evry turn that one is a Jew.

emigrate to America, a hundre] a week, mostly young people and artisans, In the 
next conscription proda®ly none, or very few, will present themselves, ani then 
new tronbles will assail ua.” No»vody who has stufied this question can ignore 
that the tendency of the po'icy of Rassia and Roumania is to maka the lives of 
the Jews untenable, and thus gradaally to crash them out of existence, That 
conversions are 80 rare is a testimony .to ths heroism of our unfortunate brethren, 
and a reason the more why we should not hesitate to make any sacrifices to aid 
them to escap? from so gallinga tyranny. I will not say much more about 
Mr. Joseph's letter, conceived, as I know it is,in a coase entious spirit, but there are 
two points I mast toucaupos, He says: Tacie (che Jews’) small proportion to 
the whole of the p»pilvioa has hithert> enabled then toeujoya fair immunity 
from prejudice and hatred.” Idonot know what is considered to be a “ fair” 
immunity, and I deny the fact that our own people necessari’y cause prejudice and 
hatred wherever they are found in large numbers, 

The Jews of England enjoy their entire immunity from prejudice and hatred 
from the fact that they prove th:mselves gool eitizeas, and that they are a 
valuable contingent in the body politic of tho realm, Hal this sentence been 
written ina public print by a non-Jew, I fancy the “ Jewish press’ would have 
flared up sky-high. ae other observat‘oa. The letter states, and rightly: Of 
the few (it should have been ‘miaay’) thousands of Jews in England, only a few 
hundreds are rich,” and goes on t9 say that as many of these refuse to give, the 
burden falls mainly “on a mere handful of givera, wh», large as their gifts ars 
have been hitherto wholly uaable to deal alequatily with the wants of ths 
necessitous.” It farther, and to» traly states, that our splendid Board of Guardians 
is wretchedty supported, in conseq rence of which, ia spite of its admirable man- 
agement its helps are generally very inalequate, All this is tru'y t> be deplored. 
and is probably as much fitted to create prejulice and hatred as the squalid 
appearance of our poor refugees from Russia, ani their deeply-to-b regretted 
interference with tha alrealy froghtfully eoadition of our’ labour- 
market, 

The rest of Mr. Joseph't letter is merely a coroil ry on its premiasses, and I will 
not therefore weary your readers by going over it, 

In fine, agreeing that it must be made as public as is possible that England 
can afford no refuge to imangrants from ths unhappy force of cire imstances over 
which we have no control, aimitting alvo that aged and sick people would only 
add to their evils by leaving their homes, and that many who would wish to get 
back can with difficulty be enabled to returo, we mast no 
up, and refuse toaid them in their endeavour t» eae Lp? 
other Jews inhabiting free lands, must try and find oat what countries nha ited 
best for them to flock to, and we mast all devote our energies, no leas than our 
fortunes, to enable the rising

A special service was held on Sunday at the Prince's Road Syn igorue in aid of 
the funds of the Liverpool Hebrew Phi anthropie So ety, It had been announced 
that Mr: Claude Monteliore would deliver .the sermon. but a severe cold prevented 
him from journeying to Liverpovl. At the last moment, therefore, the Rev. J. 
Polack, B.A, uniert sok the duty of preaching, The sermon mainly an answer 
to Mr, N.S. Josep ‘8 letter on the intlux of foreign poor, pul lished in the last issue 
of the Jewish Chronicle. Mr, Polack, while fully admitting the evil that had to be 
faced, believei that the ruthless connsel which had been tendered in favour of 
reversing the policy of the past wovld pot recommend itself to the healthy and 
enlightened opinion of the Jewish community, to whom, as Enylishmen, the sacred 
name of liberty is inestimably precious. They should, therefore, be extremely 
cautious In proposing to their fellow countrymen a step which even to the smallest 
extent savoured of intolerarce and petty tyrauny. Moreover, there was no section 
of the citizens of England which had less right than the Jews to advocate a measure 
restricting the flow of emigra'iun to these shores. The sermon concluded with an 
appeal on behal¢ of the Philanthropic Society, which resulted in the co!lection of 
about £6).

That idea has lived among us unconsciously throughout the years of the dis- 
persion. .It would be surprising and humiliating that it should die among 
us at the very time when itis waking to a vigorous life around, 

To effect this good for both sides great personal efforts are needed. The 
conditions of modern life are such that this may involve too much sacrifice. 
In such cases when a Jew of means is unable to give his personal aid in 
alleviating distress, he may at any rate open his purse for the same reason, 
The Board of Guardians gives an opportunity to both classes of workers, 
those who strive vigorously to influence and raise by personal contact and 
those who are obliged to “stand and wait,” but can serve the cause by 
opening their purse-strings.

These conceptions of the Alexandrian school are the result of the failure of all 
inciest speculations.

The Alexandrians sought 
something beyond these failures, and were not content evea with Thought (that is, 
the idea of abstract existence) as the principium ; for there must be something 


This, 
whatever it is,is the principium and the final abstraction to which the human 
mind can attain; it is the “ Absolute Negation “’ of Plotinus—the “ non-being “’ of 


Proclus avd of Hegel. These abstruse speculations may seem futile ; they are in 
reality not so, for they were the education of human thought, and marked the pro- 
Faith.

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FOREIGN NEWS. 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 

We have already mentioned that it isthe intention of the Hungarian Govern- 
ment to establish at the Ministry for Public Worship, a department which shall 
epecially concern itself with Jewish affairs. It is generally understood that the 
heads of this department will be Jews, Dr, Goldziher, Secretary of the Jewish 
community in Budaprst, is spoken of as a likely Chief, and Herren Igaatz Risch 
and Martin Schweiger, respectively heads of the Orthodox and Reform congrega- 
tion, are named as Joint Secretaries of the New Department. 

Prince Cardinal Schwartzenberg, who resides at Kremsier in Moravia, has been 
celebrating the fiftieth anniversary of his admission into the priesthood, Among 
the numerous congratulations which his eminence received on the cccasion was 
one from the Jewish congregation, who were personally represented by their Rabbi. 
The spokesman of the Jewish body feelingly addressed the i'rince Cardinal and 
emphasised the excellent relations which his Eminence bad ever fostered between 
the followers of different denominations. 

The administration of the Jewish community in Vienna has voted from the 
funds at its disposal the eum of 1,010 florins towards assisting the children of the 
recently murdered publisher, Herr Jacob Schlossberg. 

The income of the Vienna community for the past financial year was 266,421 
florins, and the expenditure 204.652 floringe, 

The Galician Diet has proposed to the Government a strong measure, which is 
nothing less than the closing of all the Jewish (C/edarim in that province, ‘The 
Government is hardly likely to act on this proposal, as it would be unable to deal 
with the immense number of Jewish children, who would thereby be thrown on the. 
streets, 


BULGARIA, 

On behalf of the new. candidate for the Bulgarian throne Prince Nicholas 
of Mingrelia, it is urged that he belongs to an extremely ancient dynasty which 
claims direct descent from King David. How farthis claim rests on actual facts 
does not appear to be known 

FRANCE 

The Budget relating to the State subvention to the Jewish community in 
France at d Algeria, as published by the Government and submitted to the Cham. 
ters. amounts to 158.900 francs, The ecclesiastical officials who receive grants are 
the Grand Rabbi of France.the Grand Rabbi of Paris.and cightother Grand Rabbis, 
24 Communal Rabbis, 25 Officiating Ministers (Chazanim) in France, and three 
Grand Rabbi« and the same number of Communal! Rabbis in Algeria. In addition 
a credit of 22.000 francs was asked towards the adminirtrative expenses of the 
Jewish Seminary. This item was how ever, rejected by the Budget C\, mmis+ion,. 

Next to that occupied by the Minister himself, the highe-t rost in connection 
with the Ministry of Public Works, now presided, over by M. Edouard Millan], is 
that of Director of Railw avs The present incumbent of that office, M. J. Lax. is 
like the Minister, a Jew : 

M. Lion Cohn, Prefect of the Somme, has téen promoted to the prefecture of 
the Haute Garonne. He is a son of the late M. Albert Cohn. 

Mgr. Perraud, Bishop of Autan, and a member of the Acidemy of France, 
has delivered a funeral oration at Notre Dame, on the late Cardinal Guibert. 
Archbishop of Paris, The preacher incidentally referred to the fact that when the 
members of the Government of National Defence were at Tours during the Franco- 
Prussian War,M. Crémienx and his family took their meals at the Archiepiscopal 
Palace to the great scandal of the servants This circumstance was mentioned 
in illustration of Cardinal Guibert’s toleration (he was at that time Archbishop 
of Tours), WM, Cremieux biing then looked upon as the ve ry incarnation of Judaism. 

HOLLAND, 

An important ceremony took place lately at Leeuwarden, when the Rev. L. 
Wagenaar, hitherto Co-Rector of the.Rabbinical Seminary in Amsterdam, was 
inducted into office as Chief Rabbi of the Coossistory of Friesland, in succession tothe 
late Rev. B. Dusnus, who had held the post for upwards of forty years. Leeuwarden is 
the centre of a number of Jewish congreyations which tave long been regarded as 
bulwarke of Judsism in Holland. The installation of Chief Rabbi Wagenaar was 
attended by the President of the Upper House of Parliament, the Governor of the 
Province and the Buargomaster of, the town; the Jewish visitors included the 
Rev. Dr. Dinner, Chief Rabbi of North Holland and Rector of the Amsterdam 
Seniinary,

Asan instance we mav mention that the 
University of Pokio, “ hich had previously invitel a German Jewish echolar. Dr. 
Cohn, to fill a professoriel Cnair has offered the Professorship of Jurisprudence to 
Dr. Weigert, another coreligionist, who practices at Cassel as a lawyer. Dr, 
Weigert has, we hear, accepted the appointment. 

MOROCCO, 


The public Girl's School conducted at Mogador by Mrs. M. Cores (formerly 
a teacher in London) continues to be fortunate in Teceivine the encomiums of 
distinguished foreigners in Morecco. During the last week in. October. M 
Péraud, the I reoch Minister at Tangier, made a stay of some days’ duration in 
Mogador, and like other visitora he made it a point of inspecting the school 
and of examining the pupils. M. Féraud expressed his sati-faction with all he 
saw and heard, and was especially giatified on his arrival. at hearing the children 
sing the “ Marsei‘laise "' with a pisnoforte accompaniment.

AUSTRALIA. 


The Colony of Victoria hus lost one of its oldest settlers by the death at 
Melbourne on the 17th Oc’ober of Mr, Michael Cashmore, J.P. He arrived in 
Melbourne as long ago as 1838, after having resided two years in Sydney. -Mr 
Cashmore served the Melbourne Jewish community on many occasions either as 
President or a member of the Board of Management, ('p to the time of hia death 
he was one of the trustees of the Bourke Street Synagoaue and a member of the 
‘ommittes of the Jewish Philanthropic Society, The deceased was the first Jew ish 


member of the City Council and the first Jewish magistrae appointed in Victoria. 
For many years he was a regular attendant on the benct and the city court. He 
assisted in laying the foundation stone of several pubic Institutions, and was aq 
liberal eupporter of the local charities. He bad endered himself to the colonists 
of all creeds. 

A considerate act was performed by the tramway authorities in Sydney on the 
Day of Atonement. The cars have to pass th: Great Synagogue, and on Yom 
Kippur, when it was occupied by fully 2,000 yvorshippers, an officer was stationed 
in front of the synagogue during the whole day to check the speed and the noiss 
of the trams by means of a caution flag. 

A difficulty has arisen with regard to the election of members of the Committee 
of the Sydney Hebrew Congregation, owing toa dispute as to the correctness of the 
hallot papers in the case of two candidates. A fter considerable discussion, in the 
courae of which one of the candidates in question employed some strong languayg 
it was agreed, at the suggestion of Mr. 5. A. Joseph, M.L.C., that a fresh election 
should he held for theentire Committee. In order to facilitate this mode of procedure 
the eight members of the Committcs, as also the newly elected Vice-President, 
retired, 

The annual general meeting and examination in connection with the SyJney 
Jewish Sabbath Schoo! was held shortly prior to the recent festivals. Acc ir ling 
to the Seventeenth Annual Report, the average weekly attendance was 73 boys and 
girls, total of 155. lx rd Rothschild contributes an annual donation. here. 
with prizes are given to popils of both sexes in the First Class. The Rev. A. B. 
Davis delivered an address, in the course of which he referred to the popularity 
among the children of the new Head Mast r, Mr, Louis Pulver, and he al-o acknow.

RUSSIA. 

A fair idea may be formed from the following circumstance of the peti rad 
to which many Russian officials stoop in their dealings with Jews, In Zitomir the 
authorities have taken the extraordinary step of forbidding lighted candles to be 
employed in Jewish bridal processions. The special reason given for this prohil- 
tion is that the custom is opposed to Jewish dogmas ! 

The Governor of Odessa, Rear-Admiral Seleno, has performed a kindly act. fis 
attention having been called to the action of the Working-Mens Corporatio 
withholding work from foreign Jews (a proceeding which though within tir 
rights has inflicted great hardship on numberless Jewish families), the Gover! 
has directed the Corporation to discontinue this system of boycotting. 


SPAIN. 

The campaign, opened by Senor Lopez Lapusa, of Madrid, for th? revimission 
of Jews into Spain, has resulted as a first stepin a formation of a Committer in 
that city forthe purpose of effecting this object. This Committee, when tuy 
organised, will consist.of Jews and Christians, natives and foreigners, and it is; tO 


posed to offer the Presidentship toa Jewish resident in the Spanish capita’, vho 
stands foremost on account of his social position, Im announcing this fast, the 
Archircs lsraélites of Paris writes : “At the moment when this philanthropic « ‘m- 
paign is opened, it is but just to recall the name and the efforts of the men who 
prepared the way for this.moment. One of the first.and the most undefatigable 
champions of this cause was Mr. Haim Guedalla, of London. who, in 1508, in Ls5), 
1881, and 1882, by his single handed efforts, and at the price of heavy pecuniary 
sacrifices, obtained from several chiefs of the Spanish Government declarations 
favourable to the return of the Jewe to the Iberian peninsula. It would, therefore, 
be no more than right to confer on Mr. Guedalla either the Honorary Presitentship 
of the Central Committee, which is being formed in Madrid, or the actual Presicont- 
ship which would be formed in London, like those that undoubtedly will ba 
established in Paris, Berlin and Vienna to second the action taken in Spain,
